Tt was in 1966 when the virtually unknown 
Koreans stunned the Soccer world by beating 
top-seeded Italy in the World Cup in England. 

Now, 15 years later in Melbourne, their Youth team 
surprised everyone by pulling apart Italy’s youth squad 
with an amazing victory by 4-1. This time it was South 
Korea — in 1966 it was the North. 

Tt was no luck. Korea out-won, outplayed and outclassed 
Italy with sheer determination and team-work. 

As a curtain-raiser for the Coca-Cola Cup, the game was 
a thriller, The fans, 17,000 of them, having about the 


shock victory by the Australians, were given another shock .

It is no use the senior people imagining they can do 
the job — history has proved they cannot. And it will 
continue to do so for very good reasons. 


The only thing the senior clubs need is access to the 
schools and juniors to scout out the best youngsters at 
an early age. 

If the amateur bodies go too close to the State 
organisations then certain negative results will follow. 

Look at any State that has not spread its junior 
interests across the community. They give living tes- 
timony to failure or a burst, severely limted progress. 

But the thing that the United States Youth Soccer 
Association distinguishes itself over is its readiness to 
stand up and be counted. 

As a result it could be counting its votes in the 
national organisation a lot earlier than its Australian 
counterparts do. 

Take the lead, Australia juniors, youth, amateurs ant 
schools, that the US has provided. 

Pester the Australian Soccer Federation, the Stafe 
Federation and the National Youth Director until the 
message sinks home and something is done about it. 

And insist on more than a palliative. You will get at 
best one major chance to upgrade your standing in the 
code.
